Somewhere in America .is an 
ex-GI who possesses or knows 
what ‘becnme of two world- 
famous platinum and gold- 
plated Luger pistols, part of a 
set of three which is valued at 
more: than US$10,000, 

The third gun of the set-~a silver- 
Plated one—is now owned by James 
MeClanshan of Spokane, Washing- 
ton, a former company, commander 
In the 1th Armoured Division. 

The Lugers—one dipped in plati- 
num, another tn gold ond the third 
In silver—belonged to Heinrich 
Krieghoif, owner of the Luger 
mimufacturing plant in Sahl, Gere 
many, Kriegholf loved pistels, and 
had his best craftsmen make — this 
rare set by hand. 

They were found by a GI during 
i house-to-house search after. ‘the 
captured Suhl, the 
small-arms = manufacturing — centre 
for the Reich, ft 

McClonahnan explained that about 
a month after the capture, this GL 
fold him of his find and asked him 


to accopt one as a gift, He was 
afraid he would not be able to gat

Housing Progress 

One item of good nows is that after 
a setback carlicr 
housing programme is going steadily 
ubead, and It Is now reported that 
9,720 permanent houses (not prefabs) 
were completed during April com- 


pared with 6,719 in March and only | 


4,439 in February. here ‘ were 
homes, provided ‘for nearly 20,000 
families against 14,321 In March and 
11,200 in February. Houses complet- 
ed for the perlod under review.total- 
‘tock 194,700, an incroase of 14,867, 
while the total houses bullt or build- 
ingg was 420,195 of which 313,759 
ore permunent and 116,430 tem 
porary, ‘ . 

The total lubour force employed on 
the construction or repair of Britatn'’s 
houses rose by 9,000 and there were 
220,200 men engaged on the’ con- 
struction of permanent houses and 
the preparation of sites compared 
with 223,400 at the end of March. 

In addition to ‘this, all districts of 
London are now well ahead with 
their . sebuilding programme, — the 
number of war damage repairs drop-
